Getting Started 


Charging the Battery Pack 

The camcorder can be powered with a battery pack or directly using 
the compact power adapter. The first time you use a battery pack, fully 
charge it and then use the camcorder until the battery pack is com¬ 
pletely exhausted. Doing so will ensure that the remaining recording 
time will be displayed accurately. 

For approximate charging times and record i ng/p lay back times with a 
fully charged battery pack, refer to Charging Times (口 195) and 
Recording and Playback Times ( 田 195). 

1 Connect the power cord to the 
compact power adapter. 

2 Plug the power cord into a power 
outlet. 

3 Connect the compact power 
adapter to the camcorder’s DC IN 
terminal. 

4 Attach the battery pack to the 
camcorder. 

Press the battery pack softly into the 
battery attachment unit and slide it up 
until it clicks in place. 
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5 Charging will start when the 
camcorder is turned off. 

• If the camcorder was on, the green 
ON/OFF (CHG) indicator will go out 
when you turn off the camcorder. 
After a moment, the ON/OFF (CHG) 
indicator will start flashing in red 
(battery pack charging). The red ON/ 
OFF に HG) indicator will go out when 
the battery pack is fully charged. 

• If the indicator flashes quickly, refer to 
Troubleshooting ( 町 171).

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•To prevent equipment breakdowns and excessive heating, do not con¬ 
nect the supplied compact power adapter to voltage converters for 
overseas travels or special power sources such as those on aircraft and 
ships, DC-AC inverters, etc. 

① NOTES 

• The battery pack will be charged only when the camcorder is off. 

•If remaining battery time is an issue, you can power the camcorder 

using the compact power adapter so the battery pack will not be con¬ 
sumed. 

• Charged battery packs continue to discharge naturally. Therefore, 
charge them on the day of use, or the day before, to ensure a full 
charge. 

• We recommend that you prepare battery packs to last 2 to 3 times 
longer than you think you might need.

This IS not a malfunction. 


Power source 


The camcorder will not turn on or it turns off by itself. 

- The battery pack is exhausted. Replace or charge the battery pack. 

- Remove the battery pack and reattach it correctly. 

- When the recording program is set to [Underwater] or [Surface], the camcorder may turn off 
automatically if it becomes too hot. Turn off the camcorder and let it cool down. 

Cannot charge the battery pack.

Consult a Canon Service Cen¬ 
ter. 


Playback 


Cannot add scenes to the playlist.

- You may not be able to add to the playlist scenes recorded or edited using another device.

Cannot delete a scene.

Deleting scenes takes longer than usual. 

- When the memory contains a large number of scenes, some operations may take longer than 
usual.

Cannot delete a photo. 

- The photo is protected. Remove the protection ( 口 H 115). 

Cannot capture a video snapshot scene from a movie. 

- You cannot capture video snapshot scenes from scenes recorded or edited using another 
device. 

- The memory is full. Delete some recordings (口 56,102) or initialize the memory (口 40) to 
free some space. 

When playing back scenes/slideshow with background music, the music track is not played 

back correctly. 

- This can occur when you transfer the music files to a memory after repeatedly recording and 
deleting scenes (fragmented memory). Save your recordings (口 128) and initialize the 
memory (口 40). Then, transfer the music files first and only then write the video files back 
to the memory. 

- Music tracks will not play back correctly if the connection was interrupted while transferring 
the music files.

Screen displays turn on and off repeatedly.

- Keep a distance between the camcorder and devices that emit strong electromagnetic fields 
(plasma TVs, cellular phones, etc.). 

Horizontal bands appear on the screen. 

- This is a phenomenon typical of CMOS image sensors when recording under some types of 
fluorescent, mercury or sodium lamps. To reduce the symptoms, set the recording program to 
[Programmed AE] or [Shutter-Pri. AE] (口 70). This is not a malfunction. 

Noise can be heard along with the recorded sound 

- When recording sound with an external microphone, the interference caused by wireless 
communications may be picked up and recorded as noise. We recommend turning off the 
wireless communication while recording ( 四 146). 
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Sound is distorted or is recorded at lower levels. 

- When recording near loud sounds (such as fireworks, shows or concerts), sound may become 
distorted or it may not be recorded at the actual levels. Activate the microphone attenuator

(CD 36).

- Opening the LCD panel may help when the wireless connection is not strong enough. 

-If certain conditions occur while uploading files, such as the camcorder becoming too hot or 
the wireless connection getting too weak, the camcorder may stop the wireless upload (覆 
appears onscreen). Turn off the camcorder and let it cool down or move to a location with a 
stronger wireless signal. 

- Contact the card manufacturer's customer care. 
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Connections with External Devices 


Video noise appears on the TV screen. 

- When using the camcorder in a room where a TV is located, keep a distance between the 
compact power adapter and the power or antenna cables of the TV. 

Playback looks fine on the camcorder but there is no image on the TV screen. 

- The video inp 山 on the TV is not set to the video terminal to which you connected the cam¬ 
corder.

- When connecting the camcorder to an HDTV using the CTC-100/S Component Cable, make 
sure to connect also the audio connections using the white and red plugs of the STV-250N 
Stereo Video Cable. 

The camcorder is connected using the optional HTC-100 HDMI Cable, but there is no picture or 
sound from the HDTV. 

- Disconnect the HTC-100 HDMI Cable and then restore the connection or turn the camcorder 
off and then on again. 

The camcorder is connected using the optional HTC-100 HDMI Cable, but HDMI-CEC does not 
work (cannot play back using the TV's remote control). 

- Disconnect the HTC-100 HDMI cable and turn off the camcorder and the TV. After a short 
while turn them on again and restore the connection.

After a short while, turn it on again and 
restore the connection. 

- Connect the camcorder to a different USB port on the computer. 

- The camcorder will not be correctly recognized if you connected the USB cable to the com¬ 
puter while the camcorder was deleting all the photos. Disconnect the USB cable and restore 
the connection once the operation is completed. 

The printer is not working even though the camcorder and printer are connected correctly.

[Connect and Set]. 

- Disconnect the USB cable and turn off the printer. After a short while turn it on again and 
restore the connection. 

- Cannot connect to a PictBridg 卜 compatible printer if the memory contains 2,500 photos or 
more. 
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After connecting the camcorder to a printer, the message [Busy] continues to appear on the 
screen 

- Disconnect the USB cable and restore the connection after a short while. 

Photos are not correctly printed 

- You may not be able to print correctly, using a PictBridge-compatible printer, photos whose 
file names have been changed or that were recorded, created, edited or changed using 
another device. 


Cannot save photos on my computer 

- When the memory contains too many photos (Windows - 2,500 photos or more, Macintosh - 
1 ,000 photos or more), you may not be able to transfer photos to a computer. Try using a card 
reader to 帕 nsfer the photos on the memory card. i:i ■ 刪誦 h 剛 only: To 怕 nsfer the pho¬ 
tos in the built-in memory, copy them to the memory card in advance (口 126).
